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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County  Borou^  for  the  year  1944* 

In  this  the  sixth  year  of  the  war  the  health  of  the  community  still 
remained  phenomenally  good.  How  much  this  happy  state  of  things  was  due 
to  planned  endeavour  and  how  much  to  fortunate  chance  must  wait  for  tine 
to  determine. 

It  is  well  to  bear  this  in  mind  lest  we  become  presunptious  and 
foolhardy,  neglecting  or  stinting  those  things  upon  ■\'\iiioh  sound  health 
is  dependent.  In  order  of  importance  they  are  I submit  - 

An  adequate  food  supply;  2)  \7holesome  water;  5)  Pure  air  ; 

4)  Cleanly  habits;  5)  Good  housing  and,  it  may  be  added,  good  clothing. 

The  order  may  be  disputed  and  there  is  much  inter-dependency  but, 
of  this  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  food  is  of  first  importance.  Let  us 
see  to  it  -that,  no tvath standing  any  teuiptations  or  plausible  arguments 
to  the  contrary,  it  is  so  regarded.  No  money  can  be  better  spent  than  on 
food.  No  legislation  can  be  more  valuable  than  good  food  laws  "for  what 
is  a man  profited  if  he  shall  gain  the  whole  world"  and  lose  his  health. 
Pood  is  the  first  and  best  physician. 

As  the  restrictions  upon  the  publication  of  population  figures  have 
now  been  relaxed,  it  has  become  possible  to  revert  to  pre-war  statistical 
tables. 

Prom  amongst  those  figures  which  indicate  the  state  of  h3^giene  and 
public  health,  the  following  may  be  selected  for  comment. 

The  birth-rate  was  19.11,  - the  hipest  since  1926.  This  must  be 
regarded  as  a temporary  phenomenon. 

The  infant  death  rate  was  39^  which  is  the  lowest  on  recor'd  for 
Swansea. 

The  general  death  rate  wo.s  12,58,  the  lowest  since  1939>  or,  if 
we  except  the  years  1938/1959^  the  lowest  since  1935» 

The  maternal  mortaJLity  rate  was  1 ,47  ~ the  lov\'’est  on  record  for  tiie 
County  Borou^  excepting  the  year  1941  v/hen  the  rate  was  1.36. 

I tj:ank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  consideration  and  help, 
the  various  departments  of  the  Corporation  for  their  co-operation,  and 
the  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  assistance  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year,

RHEAIIFA  (Closed) 

This  hospital  which  had  a recognised  accomiodation  of  10  lying-in 
beds,  3 labour  beds  and  1 isolation  bed,  was  severely  damaged  by  ene:iiy  action 
in  1941. 

GRAIG-  HOUSE  (Closed) 

This  hospital  v/hich  was  also  destroyed  by  eneniy  action  in  19A1, 
had  a recognised  accontnodation  of  8 maternity  beds  and  1 bed  for  expectant 
mothers  in  need  of  hospital  treatment. 

STOUTHALL  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

Representations  were  made  to  the  Yfelsh  Board  of  Health  and  with 
their  assistance  Stouthall,  Reynoldston,  ivas  secured  and  converted  into  an 
evacuation  Maternity  Hospital.  This  hospital  provided  an  accommodation  of 
23  beds.  During  the  year  1944 j 493  cases  were  admitted. 

FAIRffOOD  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL. 

In  1943  owing  to  tlie  demand  for  maternity  hospital  accommodation, 
the  orthopaedic  cases  from  Fairwood  Hospital  were  transferred  to  Hill  House 
Hospital  and  the  beds  allocated  for  maternity  cases.  During  1944,  251  cases 
were  admitted. 

TAHE  LODGE. 

The  Maternity  ''lard  at  Tawe  Lodge  Public  Assistance  Instiiution 
contained  3 lying-in  beds,  2 labour  and  2 isolation.  113  patients  were 
admitted  during  the  year.

During  the  past  year  much  progress  has  been  made  in  tlie 
research  woiic  v/hich  has  to  be  submitted  in  support  of  the  application 
by  the  Council,  under  the  Tov/n  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1944^  for  a 
Declaratory  Order  that  the  area  is  one  v/hich  should  be  redeveloped  as  a 
whole  because  of  war  damage. 

The  area  concerned  is  that  portion  of  the  Central  tom  vdiich 
suffered  almost  total  destruction  together  with  an  area  adjacent  to  it 
for  accommodation  purposes.  Sv'/’ansea  is  the  first  Authority  to  make  such 
an  application. 

In  the  outer  areas,  implementation  of  the  operative  Planning 
Schemes  by  the  purcliase  of  land  for  housing  purposes  and  the  adoption 
of  designs  for  the  immediate  development  of  large  estates  based  on  the 
principles  of  neighbourhood  lonits,  lias  been  completed  during  the  year, 
and  a start  has  been  made  ■with  tlie  construction  "work. 

The  establishment  of  a Trading  Estate  at  Pforestfach  has  led 
to  some  re-arrangement  of  the  zoning  of  land  arid  also  in  the  location 
of  future  housing  estates.  The  opening  of  land  for  industrial  purposes 
in  the  western  areas  of  the  Borough  must  needs  have  repercussions  on  the 
accommodation  of  housing  in  that  area  and  the  question  is  being  closely 
studied. 

A new  Interim  Development  Order  was  made  by  the  Minister  of 
To'wn  and  Country  Planning  during  the  year  to  deal  ■with  the  new  conditions 
arising  from  Y/ar  damage  and  the  powers  of  the  latest  Planning  legislation.

Fourteen  appeal-to-co'n/  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year. 

The  Hortvet  freezing-point  test  was  applied  to  all  samples  having  a 
solids-not-fat  content  belov/-  the  presumptive  limit  of  8.5  per  cait.  laid 
dovrn  in  the  Sale  of  Iviilk  Regulations.  In  37  cases  (including  one  appeal- to- 
cow  sample)  .the  freezing-points  were  normal,  thus  indicating  that  'tiiese 
samples  did  not  contain  added  T,7ater  but  that  they  v/ere  naturally  low  in 
this  constituent.

Appropriate  action  was  taken  by  -clie  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and/or  che  Glmef  Sanitary  Inspector  in  respect  of  the  other  samples  wiach 
were  adulterated  or  unsatisfactory.

Twenty-six  sa-nples  of  v;-ater  were  submtted  bj  the  Health  Department  for 
chemical  analysis. 

Six  samples  of  fertilisers  and  six  of  feeding  stuffs,  submitted  under  the 
Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926,  were  analysed  for  the  Heights 
and  Measures  Department. 

Three  samples  of  vmter,  Mto  of  v/iiich  v/ere  for  mineral  analysis,  were 
received  from  the  Abater  Engineer’s  Department. 

FollovhLng  an  application  to  the  Swansea  Borough  Council  'by  a factory 
for  permission  to  discharge  an  effluent  into- the  Swansea  sev/er,  the  Borough 
Engineer  submitted  for  analysis  eight  samples  comprising  oil  emulsion,  sewage 
effluents  {!+)  and  sev/age  sludge  (3).  A detailed  report  upon  this  matter 
was  made  to  the  ToT,m  Clerk,  in  'Miich  the  opinion  was  expressed  tliat  the 
effluent  was  not  likely  to  cause  damage  to  'tlie  sev/ers  or  sewage  v/orks  or  to 
give  rise  at  any  time  to  ai  offensive  odour,  and  tliat  it  v/ould  have  no 
deleterious  effect  upon  the  sewage  sludge  which  is  eventually  used  as  a 
fertiliser.  In  connection  with  a further  application  by  this  factory  for 
permission  to  discharge  washing  water  from  a producer-gas  plant  into  die 
se\7er,  t\ro  samples  of  this  msliing  water  were  submitted  for  aialysis  and  report. 


THE  DEFEIiCE  (SALE  OF  FOOD)  REGULATIONS;'  19A3. 

Following  recommendations  made  in  193h  by  ’the  Departmental  Committee  on 
the  Composition  and  Description  of  Pood,  provision  was  made  in  the  Pood- arid 
Drugs  Act  of  1938  for  the  Minister  of  Health  to  malce  Hegmlations  goveimiing 
the  composition  of  any  food  should  he  consider  this  necessary  or  advisable. 

The  Food  and  -Drugs  Act,  1938,  did  not.  come  into  operation,  however,  until  the 
1st  October,  1939 > by  which  time  a state  of  vra.r  had  been  declared  and  the 
Ministry  of  Pood  had  been  set  up.  The  Minister  of  Health  has  not  exiercised 
these  new  povrers  and  during  the  \ra.r  most  of  the  control  of  food  has  been 
effected  by- Regulations  and  Orders  made  by  the  Minister  of  Food  under  tiie 
Defence  (G-eneral)  Regulations,  1939.  For  many  foods,  e.g.  sausages,  fish 
cakes,  canned  soup,  cake  and  confectionery , soft  drinlcs,  etc.,  definitions 
and  standards  of  composition  have  been  fixed.  These  have  been  made 
primarily  for  the  purpose  of  grading  and  controlling  the  price  of  such  foods, 
and  while  they  are  not  made,  and  are  not  binding  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  they  may  often  be  relovent  vdien  a defined  or  standardised 
article  is  sold  at  the  maximum  prioe  vhich  is  permitted. 

War-time  siiortage  of-  supplies  accentuated  the  need  for  standards  and  t he 
G-dvemment  decided  that  the  Minister  of  Food  shall,  for  the  time  being, 
exercise  those  powers  to  regulate  v/here  necessary  the  composition  of  articles 
of  food,  \#iich  had  been  granted  by  the  Act  of  1938  to  the  Minister  of  Health. 
The  transference  of  these  powers  v;as  effected  by  the  Defence  (Sale  of  Pood) 
Regulations,  19A3,  vhich  came  into  oparation  on  the  1st  January,  1944. 


The  Food  Standards  Orders.  19i4-4.. 

In  exercise  of  these  pov:ers  to  regulate  the  composition  of  articles 
of  ^food,  the  lanister  of  Food  made  the  Food  Standards  (General  Frovisions) 
Oraer,  dated  the  li^tn  January,  194-4,  viiich  lays  doymi  the  general  provision 
applicable  in  relation  to  food  standards  to  be  created  by  him  and  provides 
a v/arrancy  defence  and  a defence  tliat  some  other  person  is  responsible  for 
■Ghe  commission  of  the  offence. 

In  order  to  obtain  t ecnnical  assistance  in  fixing  appropriate  food 
standards  in  cases  'v/here  tliese  \/ere  deemed  necessary,  the  Ivjlnister  of  Food

The  Food  and  Act,  1938,  also  etnpov/ered  the  liinister  of  Health  to  make 

Regulations  stipulating-  the  manner  in  viiich  foods  are  to  be  labelled.  the 
Defence  (Sale  of  Pood)  Regulations,  194-3^  these  po'vrcrs  are  also  'transferred  to 
the  Minister  of  Pood,  and  the  law  has  been  modified  so  as  to  make  it  an  offence 
to  give  a label  or  publish  an  advertisement  v/nich  misleads  as . to  the  nutritional 
or  dietary  value  of  a food. 

The  policy  of  the  Government  in  this  matter  was  set  out  iia  a '^lite  Paper 
presented  'to  Parliament  in' November  1943 ^ and  the  folloA/ing  ex'tracts  serve  to 
outline  the  feason  for  these  clianges  in  'the  lav;  and  to  indicate  the  scope  of  tlie 
legislation  envisaged, 

"The  Ministry  of  Pood  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  providing 
the  public  ‘^vith  a supply  of  food  viiich  is  adequate  in  quantity  and 
satisfactory  in  quality  to  maintain  the  nation  in  health.  This 
carries  v/ith  it  the  obligation  to  protect  the  consumer  against  being 
misled  in  regard  to  foods'tuffs  which  are  offered  for  sale." 

"This  protection  is  even  more  important  in  v/ar  tlian  in  peace  . . . 

Wlien  the  national  diet  is  only  just  sufficient  to  maintain  health  -Hie 
use  of  inferior  articles  for  vHich  exaggerated  claims  asre  made  may  be 
• serious,  particularly  to  mothers,  children  and  adolescents." 

"An  additional  pov;er,  not  contained  in  previous  legislation,  is 
conferred  on  the  tiinister  of  Food  enabling  him  by  Order  to  restrict 
the  making  in  advertisements  of  food  of  claims  or  suggestions  of  the 

.presence  of  vitamins  or  minerals." 

"The  necessity  of  restricting  claims  or  suggestions  in  advertise- 
ments regarding  the  presaice  of  vitamins  and  minerals  in  a food  is  in 
part  the  direct  consequence  of  the  Government 's  nutritional  policy. 

It  is  essential  for  the  Kealt..  of  tlie  nation  that  'tlie  value  of 
protective  foods  should  be  emphasised.  This  policy  must  not  be 
exploited  in  relation  to  foods'tuffs  where  the  protective  element  is 
absent  or  present  in  ineffective  quaitity.  In  the  case  of  products 
recorrmended  as  medicines,  in  which  the  presence  of  vitamins  or  minerals 
is  claimed,  it  is  already  necessary  that  'the  label  should  iDear  a 
quantitative  disclosure  of  the  active  ingredients  ...  The  Government 
have  decided  that  a similar  quantitative  disclosure  of  'bhe  vitamin  or 
mineral  content  shall  also  be  reqvidred  in  the  case  of  foods  in  v;hich  t he 
presence  of  these  constituents  is  claimed." 


Effect  was  given  to  this  policy  hy  the  issue  on  the  29th  June, 
19ZJ)-,  of  the  Labelling  of  Pood  Order,  19L4-,  vhich  vras  to ^ come  inoo 
force  on  1st  January,  19^i-5j  lu  December  1944j  however,  tuis  Order 
v/as  replaced  by  the  Labelling  of  Pood  (No. 2)  Order,  19‘^*  -Lhe  nev 
Order  xras  made,  follov/ing  representations  from  manufacturers  as  to 
the  difficulty  of  obtaining  new  supplies  of  labels  and  packaging  ^ 
material  and  disposing  of  existing  stocks,  in  order  to  post-rgone  the 
date  of  operation  of  the  original  Order  as  regards  laoels^imtil  Is  c 
May,  19^5,  v/ith  further  periods  of  tlirce  and  six  montiis  '.itliin  viiich 
vyholesalers  and  retailers  respectively  may  dispose  of  stocks  not 
labelled  in  accordance  vrith  the  Order,  and  co  bring  inco  ex i ecu 
a number  of  amendments  "co  "che  original  Order. 

This  Order  is  a most  comprehensive  and  important  one  and  sincp 
it  only  comes  into  full  operation  on  the  1st  November,  194-5?  v/ill 
be  discussed  in  the  next  annual  report.
